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INTRODUCTORY NOTE. 



Early in May, Washington, governed by his anxiety 
for the safety of the Highlands, and harassed by the 
uncertainty of the enemy's movements, wished to place 
a Major-General in command on the Hudson. Arnold 
was first appointed; but he was too much engaged in 
seeking a "vindication '* from a slight passed upon him 
by Congress in some recent promotions. Putnam was 
then selected. On May 24th, Washington wrote to 
the President of Congress : " I have sent General Put- 
nam to command in that quarter;'* but the choice was 
determined upon some time before. For McDougall, 
who was in command at Peekskill, was informed of it 
as early as the 1 6th, and the wish expressed that he 
would find his command "a happy one." General 
Parsons, then superintending the recruiting in Con- 
necticut was also ordered to Peekskill, to remain there 
until further orders. 

Exactly when Putnam assumed command, I have 
been unable to determine; but it must have been 
about June ist, and on that day he issued an order 
constituting a court martial. The interest of the cam- 
paign of 1777 centered on the incursion from Canada 
under Burgoyne, and the Highlands were the pivotal 
point. I sought long before I found a copy of the 
General Orders issued by Putnam during the summer 
and fall of 1777, but was finally rewarded by discover- 
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ing a mutilated record in the Connecticut Historical 
Society. 

The entries began with that of July 19th, and in the 
regiment with which Sergeant Daniel Ware was con- 
nected, and ended when that regiment was ordered to 
join the main Continental army under Washington. 
After I had received a copy of Ware's book, further 
inquiries produced from the cabinet of the New York 
Historical Society a second record, kept by Major 
Richard Piatt, of McDougalFs brigade, more full and 
complete than the Connecticut Sergeant's, but still 
lacking some entries. Further interest is given to 
Piatt's books by the fact that half of one volume is in 
McDougall's MS. This record also ceases in the fall, 
when Washington ordered the Brigade to join him in 
the Jerseys. 

The following orders are, therefore, taken from two 
sources, and may be readily distinguished by the erratic 
spelling of Sergeant Ware. The entries to July 19th 
are taken from Piatt; after that date Ware's record is 
taken as the basis, and where a word, name or phrase 
is inserted from Piatt, it is printed in italics. Where 
the orders for a day, or a paragraph, is taken from 
Piatt, it is not printed in italics, the spelling being suf- 
ficient to distinguish its authorship. I have inserted in 
[ ] the full names of the officers, where ascertainable ; 
but the absence of any official roster of Massachusetts 
has made it impossible to be as complete as could be 
wished. Where Piatt varies essentially from Ware, I 
have inserted the variation in ( ) and italics. The 
map is a copy, somewhat reduced in size, of one pre- 
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pared by Claude Joseph Sauthier, in T774, and pub- 
lished by William Faden. 

In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation of 
the permissions granted me by the Historical Societies 
of Connecticut and New York, and of the courteous 
assistance given by the Secretaries, Mr. Frank B. Gay, 
of Hartford, and Mr. William Kelby, of New York. 
For the map I am indebted to Harvard University and 
its able librarian, Mr. Justin Winson. I am also in- 
debted to Mr. Albert C. Bates, of Hartford, for his 
accurate and painstaking transcript of the Ware Or- 
derly Book.

Livingston there- 
with delivered, are of Opinion, that tho' the Conduct of Brigadier 
Genl McDougall in ordering the Retreat of the Continental Troops on 
the 23^ March last stands imimpeach'd to this Court, yet no sufficient 
Evidence hath been offered to prove that Col? Livingston hath tra- 
duced Genl McDougairs Conduct in that respect, & it appears to 
this Court that tho' Col? Livingston's Reg^ was at that time unpro- 
vided with a sufficiency of ammunition, that it did not proceed from 
any criminal Neglect of his own. The Court do therefore adjudge 
& determine that the s4 Col? Livingston is not guilty of the above 
two Charges. The Court is further of Opinion that the s^ Col? Liv- 
ingston is not guilty of ordering his Brigade Major not to turn par- 
ties out of it unless the Orders were directed to him the Col? . But 
as to the Charge against the s? Col? Livingston of neglecting to bring 
down his Reg', on 23^ March last & the delaying the Returns of his 
Reg*. & Brigade, by Orders & whims of his own, contrary to the 
known Rules of the Army, & thereby delaying the Genl Returns of 
the Army in this Department — ^The Court is [of j Opinion that the 
s4 Col? Livingston is thereof guilty. The Court is further of Opin- 
ion as to the last Charge for abusive Language to Genl McDougall 
at his own Quarters on 23^ Instant unbecoming an Officer and Gen- 
tleman in the presence of many Officers of the Army, that tho' 
Col? Livingston appears to this Court to be guilty of great Impru- 
dence & Indiscretion in some parts of his Language & Conduct 
towards the Gen*. with respect to a Return made by the Col? to the 
Genl yet his Conduct & Language was not such as will warrant the 
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appellation of being unbecoming a Gentleman & Officer. The Court 
do therefore unanimously adjudge & determine, that considering the 
Nature of the Offence whereof they find Col? Henry B. Livingston 
guilty, and the Consequences thereupon attendant, that Col9 Henry 
B. Livingston be reprimanded for his Offences in Genl Orders for 
this Department and cautioned against the Commission of the like 
in future.* 

The Genl approves the judgment of the Court but nevertheless 
laments there should ever be a necessity of publickly reproving any 
Gentleman, particularly of so respectable Rank as Colonel. The 
consequences of the smallest Delay in the Execution of any order, 
are evidently most dangerous, & the least wilful neglect of this 
Nature too serious to be passed in Silence — equally ruinous and to 
be exploded is an indirect Compliance and every practical Equivo- 
cation. 

In the Formation of an Army, rigorous Subordination cannot be 
too strictly adhered to. Breach of Respect to a Superior is an im- 
plicit Countenance to an Offence of a similar and more aggravated 
Nature with Inferiors & tends directly to the Subversion of Order. 

The Genl takes this opportunity to warn all Ranks against similar 
offences, hopes however this Caution is needless, & flatters himself 
he shall have no future Occasion to think it otherwise. 

Col? Henry B. Livingston is released from his arrest & ordered to 
return to his Duty. 

The Col?» & Comm^ Officers of Corps must see that the Arms of 
their Reg? & Detachments are immediately Branded, agreeable to a 
former order.

Such of them as are torn or rotten to be now returned into the 
Qt Mr Genl* Store. Whenever the Brigade is ordered to strike Tents 
or Decamp, the Tents will be compactly made up without any Poles 
or any kind of Baggage within them ; and tied with a String in order 
that they be not chaffed. The Poles also tied & put into a Waggon 
under the Tents. Every Mess will immediately provide themselves 
with bark strings sufficient for those purposes. No Kind of Bag- 
gage or Lumber shall be put above the Tents, but Beds or Mattras- 
ses. The Arms of the Brigade will be cleaned & inspected agreeable 
to the printed Orders of the 17* May & messed conformable to it. 
The Waggon Master will attend at Orderly Hours with the Adju- 
tants. — No Officer or Soldier shall abuse any of the Drivers of the 
Brigade, if they neglect their Duty they must be taken prisoners, if 
the service will admit or a Complaint entered to the Waggon Master. 
On the other Hand the Drivers must attend punctually on their 
Duty, the great pay they have, as well as the Common Duty they 
owe their Country, loudly calls on them for a faithfull Discharge of 
it. If the motives do not excite them, they will be severely pim- 
ished. The Drums & Fifes of the Brigade will practice every morn- 
ing & afternoon, with the best Drum & fife Majors of the Brigade. 
A Return will immediately be made of the Drums & Fifes wanting 
in each Reg* . The Surgeons of the Brigade will supply themselves 
with the necessary Medicines, Dressing & Instruments for their re-
